SOME AFTER-ELECTION REFLECTIONS 
W 
ITH a few days given over to reflection, the upheaval that oc­ 
curred at the polls throughout the nation on Tuesday, is cap­ 
able of some sort of analysis. 
After-election stock is now being 
taken. While in many of the states the elections revolved around 
peculiarly local issues, there are a number of high spots that stand 
forth in a way to command national attention. 
Opponents of President Coolidge profess to see an adminis­ 
tration rebuke in the defeat of Senator Butler in Massachusetts, 
and of Wadsworth in New York, and the capture of a number of 
other seats in the senate by the Democrats. 
Likewise, these same 
prognosticators are attempting to work themselves into a belief 
that it presages Republican defeat in 1928. There are few that will 
agree with them however. 
Certain it is that there will be little accomplished by the 
congress which will hold office by reason of the election 
this 
week. 
With almost an even split in the senate, with the house 
controlled by the Republicans, and with President Coolidge hold­ 
ing the veto power, there is indicated a mix-up that will not re­ 
sult in much being accomplished. 
B jt, to go back to the election stock taking proposition, and 
the significance of the Butler and Wadsworth defeats. 
In the Harding flood of 1920 three or four states that had 
been— and are still— Democratic were swept off their feet and 
senators sent to Washington who could not expect to remain there 
for more than one term of six years. 
In 
1924 
Coolidge 
ran 
through the country like a wild, old-time prairie fire, and the sen­ 
timent for him carried into the House of Representatives an unusu­ 
al Republican majority. 
Naturally in this “off” year there have been gains in the 
house, bat it remains under Republican control. 
When it comes 
to the congressional districts, therefore, the administration con­ 
tinues to register strength. 
As for senatorial seats, local issue* in various instances have 
been paramount. 
Prohibition has cut a conspicuous figure. 
It is 
back in politics and, judging from the fact that in six states there 
lias been a referendum favorable to modification or to the repeal 
of state enforcement laws, it seems likely to stay in politics, to the 
confusiAn of party candidates and public policies. 
TJbre is Massachusetts. Senator Butler, appointed to fill a 
vacancy, is defeated by former Senator Walsh. 
Butler had few 
of the attributes of popularity. 
Walsh has them all. 
His appeal 
was powerful. 
Now that it is all over he issues a statement to the 
effect that his “victory is not a partisan one.” 
He rejoices in that 
lact and makes the definite promise: “I Shall let no cloud of par­ 
tisanship shadow my course. 
I,said that the spirit of President 
Coolidge was not an issue in this campaign, and I shall support him 
in all matters that will promote the welfare of the people.” 
That doesn’t mean much, perhaps, but his attitude during the 
campaign w as such that it enabled him to capitalize on his popu­ 
larity. 
Even so, he was beaten in the state outside of the dyed- 
in-the-wool Democratic city of Boston, which, thoroughly wet,, 
made out of him a wet idol. Thus prohibition was a main factor in 
the downfall of Butler, who was dry. 
New' York presents another case of prohibition upheaval in 
politics. 
Sousing wet Tammany has again exerted its power. 
It 
got behind its champion, A1 Smith, whom it wishes to land In the

National 
Guard . That troop is not only the 
“show iroop” of the Kr.nsas mili­ 
tary foi^es, but is the only exclu­ 
sively Indian unit 
in 
the

army, nuvy and m arine corps. 
They 
were ftexulted from 
26 
tribes in 20 different H ates, and a 
fsw decades ago their forefathers 
were fighting tribal w ars of exterm ­ 
ination against each 
other.

they are all under one banner now, 
and on the banner of th eir troop Is 
w ritten: 
“ W eh ave burled 
th e hatchet,
